|| Policy of Railwaymen Is to Avoid a Strike 
Which They Say Lloyd-George Is Playing for 


DUBLIN, June 22,—Although some great Southern railway men 
| have been dismissed for refusing to drive trains in pursuance of their 
anti-munitions policy, it is expected a strike will not follow. 

The policy of the men seems to be to avoid a strike which they 
say the premier is playing for. They announre they will continue in 
their refusal to handle munitions or drive trains with troops aboard. 
They are prepared for individual dismissals but say they will not strike 
in protest. 

If there is to be a wholesale stoppage of traffic the men prefer 
it should be by a lockout. 

Officials of the National Union of Railwaymen are standing aside 
and this attitude is meeting with criticism by the executive of the 
Irish labor party. The latter issued a manifesto today advising the 
| men not to precipitate a general walkout but to remain steadfast in 
their refusal to man troop and munition trains. The manifesto de- 
clares the premier and chancellor are scheming to bring about a strike.

Farmers Declare Emphatically 
Against Broadening Membership 


Of The Political viernes 


Second Convention of the U.F.A. and U.F.W.A, Political Association 
in Strathcona Federal Constituency Opens in Wetaskiwin—Urge 
Ottawa to Pass Legislation Giving Women of Canada Generally 
the Franchise at Present Session 


WETASKIWIN, June 22.—(Special to the Bulletin)—After 
warmly debating whether or not persons not identified with the or- 
ganized farmers movement should be accepted in the ranks of the 
U.F.A. and U.F.W.A. political association in the Strathcona federal 
constituency, the second annual convention of that body in this city 
Tuesday evening declared emphatically against any such concessions 
and banged the door shut to outside membership or interference. 

This course was decided upon after the executive committee of 
the association had suggested that the political door be allowed to 
swing a little more freely and after the convention had heard eloquent 
addresses urging more inter-organiza-+ 


tive Nicholson, chief of the detective force 
of the Alberta provincial police, 

Superintendent Bryan, of the A.P.P., to 
! whom enquiries were made following the 
reciept of news of the arrest, from Grande 
Prairie, could give little additional in- 
, formation in regard to late developments. 

“I know that Dan Lough hag been sus- 
pected and that he will come up for pre- 
(minary hearing Wednesday morning at 
Grande Prairie before Magistrate Belch- 
er,” sald the superintendent. 

Under Suspicion for Some Time 

“Lough,” he added, “has been under 
suspicion for a long time, tn fact since 
the murder of the six men in June, 1918.” 

Lough was the neighbor of the mur- 
dered men who lived on a farm adjoining 
the shack ‘near Grande Prairie in which 
the men were brutally murdered, and was 
also the individual who informed the 
| police of the crime. Information received 
here is to the effect that Lough has re- 
sided in the district for a considerable 
time. 

Big Reward Offered . 

It is only about three weeks ago that 
the attorney-general’s department, con- 
sequent to expressed feellags on the part 
of Grande Prairie citizens that the mar- 

‘r had never been brought to justice, 
offered a rewurd of $5,004 to the person or 
persons who could give information that 
would lead to the arrest of the perpetrat- 
or of the crime, 

Detective Nicholson has been working 

‘or 


with Commissioner Cuddy and remained 
at Grande Prairie. The police, it is said 
here, have been entirely responsible for 
the arrest so that the attorney-general's 
reward, so far as private individuals are 
| concerned, wilt remain in the provincial 
| treasury. Ke 

Just who actually was responsible for 
the arrest of the suspected man could 
not be told by the A.P.P. superintendent 
Tuesday evening. 

In the event of sufficient evidence he- 
ing submitted at the Grande Prairie hear- 
ing, Lough will be brought to thig city 
and then be transferred to the provincial 
jail at Fort Saskatchewan to await his 
trial in the higher courts. 

Details of Murders 

Word of a quadruple murder, seven 
miles west of Grande Prairie, reached 
Edmonton June 25th, 1918, following pre- 
} vious word that Joseph Snyder and his 
jmephew had been brutally killed a few 
;days prior. The four men murdered, in 
addition to the two Snyders, were Ignace 
|Patin, Charles Zeemener, Frank Parzy- | 
choski, and John Wudwand. Two bodies | 
| were found in a shack, one in a wagon 
and the fourth in a stable and all had 
come to their deaths by shooting. 

The four bodies bore Evidence that the 
'men had been killed some days previous, 
and the police believed they came to their 
deaths on the same night as the Snyders, 

All were known to have had a Jarge 
| sum of money between them and intend- | 
}ed at the time of their deaths to leave 
| Grande Prairie for Vermilion where they 
| were golng to take up ranching.

| Railway Commissioners Conclude 
Hearing in Edmonton Without 
Giving Decision 


In an able argument against tho 
desire of the Edmonton, Dunvegan 
and British Columbia raiiway for an 
increase of fifty per cent in its freight 
and pasenger tariffs, Frank Ford, K. 
C., representing the people of Veace 
River and Grande Prairie, concluded 
‘Tuesday afternoon the hearing of the 
railway commissioners, The board 
adjourned shortly after 3 o'clock, re- 
serving +ts decision until a later date. 

Taking up the argument of F. K. 
Phippen, K.C., of Winnipeg, repre- 
senting the railway interests, Mr, 
| Ford declared that the dollar, no mat- 
ter how greatly depreciated in value 
since the beginning or the war and 
the constriction of the McArthur 
lines, was just the same dollar to the 
| Grana Trunk Pacific railway, to the 
Canadian Pacific, and to the people 
|generally as it was to the Mdmonton, 
|; Dunvegan and British Columbia rail- 
| Way. “The E., D. and B, C., should 
not be shown any more consideration 
}than any other railway system or any 
other corporation and this application 
|now before your board, should not be 
considered except a8 a part of a gen- 
jeral increase of freight and passenger 
jtariffs throughout the country,” sald 
Mr. Ford addressing the commission. 
| Working Under Disadvantages 

Those in opposition to the appli- 
}cation were working under a disad- 
vantage, Mr. Ford continued. Figures 
| presented by railway officials in their 
lwppeal for the increase could not be 
compared for their authenticity. On 
|the other hand, an opportunity should 
; be provided to collect evidence ag to 
the losses per day suffered by the E., 
PD. and B.C., due to the inefficiency af 
the railway itself, to the delays oc- 
casloned as a resuit and to the losses 
of time and money, through a general 
lack of equipment which was needed, 
in the first place, to construct and 
equip the line,

OTTAWA, June 22.—(By Canadian 
Press.)—Vigorous opposition to the 
fovernment’s plan of endorsing notes 
for the ‘purchase of steel ships to be 
built in Canadian shipyards came from 
the Liberal-Progressive benches 
when the resolution was taken up in 
committee late last nig it. 

Jacques Bureau, (Taree Rivers), 
supported the measure, 

Liberal members characterized the 
proportils as ‘“‘viclous” and “silly.” 
Hon, T. A. Crerar charged that it was 
discriminating in) favor of foreign 
shipbuyers, It was a time when the 
government should practice retrench- 
ment. Hon, C, C, Ballantyne ex- 
plained that from $25,000,000 to $3),- 
000,000ewould be necessary for tis 
purpose during the next taree years. 

To Keep Yards Going. 

The minister said some 25,500 men 
were employed in steel shipyards in 
Canada and some 25 per cent of these 
Were returned soldiers. The govern- 
ment had heen approached time and 
again and urged to assist the yards in 
order to keep tilese men in employ- 
ment. The Frenca government wished 
to purchase ships in Canada and this 
measure was needed if the orders 
were to be secured for Canada, 

Liberats from the Maritime prov- 
inces urged that wooden shipyards 
were entitled to the same treatment 
as were the steel yards. Wm. Duff, 
(Lunenburg), demanded that the 
Mouse be given time® to consider the 
resolution. 

Bureau Supports Re&olution, 

Mon, Jacques Bureau said tre de- 
preciation of French currency was 
all that kept French orders from the 
Three Rivers yards. He eupported 
the wmovernment resolution as a means 
of kteping the shipyards going. The 
banks could not care for everything 
at home and also help the siipyarde. 
He felt that it was necessary to sup-~ 
port the resolution to keep the ship- 
yards working, He regretted to dif- 
fer from his friends but could see no 
other method of immediate ad to 
ehipbullding . 

P. R. Dutremblay, (Laurier-Outre- 
mont), was the second Liberal to 
support the reso\tion. He declared 
(iat all parts of the ships meant work 
for Canadians, 

Banks Could Not Finance. 

Sir Henry Drayton said if the reso- 
lution was put throuwgh the bill ‘would 
not be pressed today. Mr. Duff would 
then have ample opportunity to look 
into the needs for the measure. The 
banks in Canada could not finance 
these ship orders with their present 
responsibilities, 

Sir Henry admitted tere were dif- 
ficulties in regard to the mortgaging 
veesels, but that matter was in the 
hands of the minister of justice who 
would see that security was made per- 
fectly sefe, 

The ehipbullding resolugion was 
carried on division at 2:40 a.m., and

Ten Years After. 

” ‘The newly announced naval poli- 
ty adopted by the Government with 
the agreement of the British Gov- 
ernment and Admiralty and ad- 
ministrations of the other oversea 
Dominions, is in essence the pol- 
ley proclaimed by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier ten years ago, and first 
approved and iater condemned by 
Sir Robert Borden and his follow- 
ers in the then parliament. It pro- 
poses that Canada shall build, 
man and control a naval force 
upon its own responsibility, to act 
in conjunction with the forces of 
Great Britain and those — of 
the other Dominions in time 
of war. So far therefore 
as the two chief members of 
the Government—the Premier and 
Sir George Foster—are concerned, 
they have the unique distinction 
of having changed their minds 
twice on the subject, and are now 
asking the approval of the public 
to a course which they in the first 
place championed, and then de- 
nounced as a mischievously dang- 
erous, if not malevolently disloy- 
el one. * 

Should the knights change sides 
again before voting day, and once 
more campaign with Mr. Bour- 
assa against the scheme, they 
would only be repeating a prece- 
dent set by themselves, and would 
thereby do as little to discredit 
the project as their present ap- 
provai does to recommend it. 

The Canadian navy policy does 
not depend ultimately 
whether Sir Robert and Sir George 
stand fast on their second conver- 
sion, and will not be destroyed 
if ‘they should backslide again. 
Canada has vast maritime inter- 
ests, and in the nature of things 
must have far larger interests at 
sea in the coming time. 
interests must be protected, and 
the burden of protecting them 
rests upon the Canadian people. 
That they will shirk the responsi- 
bility is not to be thought, and 
that they will ‘‘hire’’ Britain to 
take care of them, by paying sub- 
sidies to the up-keep of the Imper- 
ial havy, is as little likely. It is 
not in keeping with the British 
genius and temperament to either 
neglect the duty of self-defence or 
hire others to diseharge it, The 
building and maintainance of a 
navy for the protection of our own 
coasts and maritime interests is 
in the nature of a thing ‘that has 
to be done. That in the event of 
war the navy will be used where 
it can best be used to preserve the 
security, strength and prestige of 
*the British Empire goes without 
Saying. 

The creation of a Canadian navy 
is to be regarded as a_ phase 
in’ the national development, 
as natural and inevitable as 
the spanning of the 
by railways, the

of the vast prairie region, and the} 


development of our resources of 
timber and minerals, Whether it 
will be done does’ not depend upon 
whether Sir Robert and Sir George 
want it done, It is simply one of 
the things that must be done if 
our loudly-boasted ‘‘national stat- 
us’’ is to be made a fact. The 
most that these and other wobblers 
can do is to retard the step, as 
they have already retarded _ it, 
and perhaps to bring upon the 
country and the Empire  conse- 


quences as serious, or more ser-|

Railway's Side of Case 

Mr. Phippen gave financial figures 
of the roads, including the E, D. & 
B. C rajl.awy and the Central Canada, 
telling of the bonded indebtedness of 


;the company and other matters. 


“How have you pald the interest on 
your bonded indebtedness?” Mr. Mc- 
Lean questioned. 

“Partly out of funds from banks, 
and partly out of the earnings of the 
road,” + 

“Then some of the money actually 
appropriated for the construction 
has had to be paid out in interest 
charges?” followed Mr. McLean. The 
reply was in the affirmative. 

Manager Rathbone Smith, question- 
ed by the chairman of the commis- 
sion as to whether the road was in 
shape, and if the Treilway could han- 
dle all traffic with its present equip- 
ment, answored that the system would 
require practically double. Double the 
number of box cars would be needed, 
while pewer would also have to be 
increased by at least 75 per cent. .

HON. W. SCOTT 
BACK FROM TRIP 
ROUND THE GLOBE 


Pan-Islam Sentiment in India 
Appears to Be Growing is 
His Assertion 


Victoria, June 21-——-Much {improved 
in health and with many valuable and 
interesting additions to the storehouse 
of his memeory, the Hon. Walter Scott, 
tormeP-Premier of Saskatchewan, has 
just returned to his home in this city 
after making a complete circle of the 
Globe. Leaving San Francisco early 
in December last year Mr. Scott in- 
cluded in his itinerary the Hawalian 
Islands, the principal cities of China, 


Japan, India, Italy, Switzerland, 
France and Great Britain. 
In India, 
Mr. Scott took every opportunity 


which presented itself during his so- 
jJournh in various parts of the Indian 
Empire to gauge the effect of 
various phases of discontent in the 
Moslem world. He found opinion 
fairly divided both in official and un- 
official circles. There were those, he 
said, who resolutely clung to the 
old traditionalism which regolutely 
pinned its faith in the justice of 
British rule and the benefits of free 
institutions. This section, while per- 
'turbed at times, saw very little to 
fear trom what they choose ‘to de- 
scribe as a part of the state of mind 
in which the peoples of tho earth 
found themselves as @ result of six 
years of unparalleled upheaval. 


On the other hand keener students | 


of the trend of events were wont to 
display considerable uneasiness by 
reason of a growing interest on the 
part of the Hindu in matters which 
hitherto had neither concern nor in- 
terest for him. For example, Mr. 
Scott's attention was directed to thé 
significance of the several mass gath- 
erings instituted by the Mohamme- 
dans and freely participated in by 
the Hindus, a new condition which 
appeared to suggest to the less opti- 
mistic a gradua] conversion of the 
hitherto intensely loyal subjects of 
the Empire to Pan-Islamism, and in| 
consequence a dangerous division of 
Interest upon which the apostles of 
@iscontent would seize at the prope? 
time. 

On account of this very definite 
cleavage of opinion among the white | 
residents of the country—many of 
whom were in the categery of ‘‘old- 
timers,” Mr. Scott experienced some 
difficulty in arriving at an Accurate 
decision in his own mind. From his 
own inthition and an alysis of exter- 
hal appearances, however, he is un- 
der the impression that many of the 
reports of threatened calamity have 
been overdrawn. 


The Armitsar Incident. ‘ 

Touching briefly upon the Armitsar 
(Incident, the ex-Premier voiced his 
surprise at the attitude taken in In- 
dia to General Dyer’s action in firing 
into the natives. On all hands, he 
declared, the opinion existed that by | 
taking the course he did General Dyer | 
—although officially condemned and 
censured—saved an outbreak of ger- 
lous proportions and, in effect, damp- 
ened the ardor for revolt which the 
white residents actually believe would | 
have led to a repetition of the Indian 
Mutiny itself. 

And as a striking commentary upon 
the intelligence and tolerant native | 
Qttitude toward the affair, Mr. Scott | 
referred to the individual dings of 
the Indian members of thé Commis- 
sion, and compared their expressed

opinions with those so freely voiced 
by the white people, to guarantee | 
whose safetly General Dyer declared 
his action to have been, imperative, 


In Italy, 

Arriving fn Italy in April the ex- 
Premier was able to dip into the Eu- 
ropean atmosphere at a time when 
the international pot had reached the | 
boiling poinf™in connection with the 
occupation of Frankfort and Darm- 
stadt by French troops. Feeling was 
running high and Mr. Scott experi- 
enced the pecullar thrilis to which the 
proceedings leading up to the San 
Remo conference might be expected 
to treat any student of political 
manoeuvre. And it was a fortunate 
circumstance which decided him to 
visit the British House of Commons 
on the very afternoon on which Mr, 
Lloyd George gave an account of the 
conference, and seized the opportunity 
to deal with those who had criticized 
his attitude towards the French 
bolicy. 

In Switzerland. 

In Switzerland Mr. Svott 
the Alpine Republic doing its 
to recover from its blow. During the 
period of the war Switzerland was 
denied its chief revenue—its tourist 
travel. Making Lucerne his head- 
quartera the traveiler studied the 
people in the new atmosphere ony 
to discover that the traditional 
nloofness and independence  incul- 
cated in the people from generation 
to generation stood today as firmly 
as the Alps under whose shelter the 
enterprise of the Swiss people has | 
been admired by the world. 

Although German Switzerland may | 
be supposed to possess a leaning in 
‘8 sympathy towards the Father- 
land, Mi, Scott found no trace of 
animosity or hard feelings. He is of 
the opinion that that quality of Swiss 
lydependence has served the repulic |

On his arrival in London Mr. Scott 
Was at once seized with a new confi- 
dence. He saw reflected {n British 
determination to come out on top 
the safety of the Empire and a stab 
ilizing influence for the rest of the 
world. He returns to this country | 
with no qualms about John Bull's 
ability to steer the ship of state 
over the new and uncharted course.
